This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed November 2 1 , 2006, to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment. 

The petition is granted. 

A Notice of Allowance was mailed July 10, 2006. A reply was not matched with the file. As a 
result, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed November 15, 2006. 

Petitioner contends an issue fee transmittal form authorizing the Office to charge the issue fee to 
petitioner's deposit account was filed by facsimile transmission on August 10, 2006. 

The evidence of record satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.8(b) and is sufficient to prove the 
issue fee was timely paid. Therefore, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby vacated and the 
holding of abandonment withdrawn.
